Education is a cooperative business between the teacher 


the child, and the parent. It is the duty of the teacher to teach 
-of the pupil to study, and of the parent to see to it that the 
;pupil in high school devotes at least two hours per day at home 
;to (he preparation of lessons assigned for the following- day. 


Most high school pupils who fail in their work do so because 


they do not spend at home sufficient time in study.. Some ad- 
mit that they do not study at ali outside of school. The re- 
sponsibility for home study rests with the parent who, perhaps, 
does not realize the necessity for it, especially when (he pupil 
•states, in response to inquiry, that lie can get all of his lessons 
in school. 


The truth is, however, that with a six-period day and each 


pupil having at least four subjects, although many have five, 
there can be only two periods in school for study. Some have 
only one period for study. Prom forty to eighty minutes, 
then, is all the time a pupil has hfschool (o prepare four or five 
lessons, but to do so much work in such a short fime is an 
•.Impossibility, leaving only one alternative;; if the work is to be 
done, namely, home study. The parent, then, must check up 
and see that this studying is done at home. 
In no other way 


can the child succeed in-his schoo! work'.

one of the serious problems of administration iii our local high 
school is the increase in tardiness. 


One peculiar thing about tardiness is that those pupils who 


are tardy more than once during the year generally are those 
who have low marks. There seems to be a direct relation be- 
tween punctuality a,nd high marks. 


The tardy pupil, too, lacks interest in his school work, is 


usually late in getting into class, and hardly ever hands in his 
written work on tinie, This attitude is merely a habit, but to 
correct it and to displace it with thai of promptness requires 
the earnest cooperation of the parent and the school. 


Necessary tardiness is very rare, but there are instances am 


they are excused, but most tardinesses are avoidable and are 
<tue to lack of effort or of plan. 


Tardiness is unbusiness-like and is Imt tolerated by corpora- 


tions and other business institutions. 


The school is a business institution and, for the good of the 


child who must form the habit of promptness and for its own 
welfare as an institution, ii must insist upon the punctuality 
of its pupils. For the good of all concerned it is just as impor- 
tant for the child to be at his job on time as it is for his fathei 
to be at the store, factory, or Navy Yard promptly. 


The school very much needs the help of the parents in this 


important matter.
